This  is  "a  handbook  designed  for  field  use,  with  plates  and  distribution  maps." 
It  is  designed  mainly  for  use  by  "an  interested  non-technical  public,"  for  whom 
there  has  been  no  "simple  yet  complete  up-to-date  manual''  for  all  of  North  Ameri- 
ca*   In  all,  568  species  are  treated  (including  naturalized  and  common  exotic 
trees),  of  which  232  of  most  importance  and  interest  are  described  and  sketched 
in  considerable  detail* 

This  is  a  handy  reference  book  that  makes  it  easy  to  identify  all  but  the  most 
uncommon  North  American  trees.    Naturally  a  book  of  this  objective  and  scope  does 
not  provide  the  details  for  individual  regions  that  are  available  in  Looks  apply- 
ing to  a  single  region,  or  the  botanical  or  other  scientific  details  for  indivi- 
dual species  that  are  available  in  treatises  like  Sargent* s  Manual  of  the  .Trees 
of  North  America.
